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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To the Taxpayers of Rutland: 

Tour selectmen were confronted with many difficulties when they 
entered upon the duties of their office. They found the old town 
with all its assets, records and working machinery taken away and 
transferred to the new city of Rutland. Our town was practically a 
new town, and the old town of Rutland, which has provided two 
■other towns and a city, had to commence anew. 

After several ineffectual attempts to agree with the city authorities 
upon the division of the assets and apportionment of the liabilities 
■of the town, as provided in the charter of the new city of Rutland, 
Judge Rowell appointed Messrs. W. W, Stickney of Ludlow, 
Amory Davison of Craftshury and J. W. Brock of Montpelier as the 
commissioners, and a hearing was had before them early in February 
of this year, but as yet no report has been made by them. Thirty days 
after their report is made, the town must pay to the city the amount 
they adjudge shall be due, and whatever this amount shall be, 
which we suppose will be several thousand dollars, we recommend 
he paid by issuing town bonds, and paying a certain amount each 
year. An article for that purpose is inserted in the warning. 

Shortly after the annual mesting Mr. F. S. Hale, who was elected 
overseer of the poor, removed from the town, and we appointed Mr. 
Edgar Davis in his place and he has discharged the duties of the 
office. 

In accordance with a request made to us we have inserted an arti- 
cle in the warning in regard to locating and building a town hall. 

The total amount of orders drawn by us has been $3,592.24. Of 
this $1,000 was a deposit in the Rutland Trust Co , on interest until 
required, and was not on account of expenses of the town; $150 was 
on account of the library fund and comes out of that appropriation; 
$22.50 was on account of dogs and comes out of that fund, and 
nearly all the balance of our orders have been to pay taxes to the 
State. Deducting $1,000, deposited in the Trust Co., $1,927.99 
taxes paid to State, $150 library order and $22.50 dog orders, leaves 
$491.75 as the ordinary town expenses, and repairs on bridges, and 
this sum includes also $100, the amount of the road machine bought 
of the city of Rutland. 
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From the reports of the different officers full information can be 
had as to the expenses of the town, with lists of orders drawn, etc. 
We think that with careful and economical management the rate of 
taxation in our town can be kept much lower than it was under the 
old management when the city of Rutland was part of this town. 
An examination of the auditors’ report will show that the necessary 
taxes of 1894 will be less than what was raised in 1893. 

On account of sickness, Mr. E. M. Pennock has taken no part in 
the preparation of this report.

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Road Gonwissioijer’s Report. 


To the Taxpayers of the Town of Rutland : 

Herewith I submit a report of my doings as road commissioner for 
your town. About the only report I can make is a list of orders I 
have drawn, and the amounts and for what purpose they have been 
drawn. Such a list is appended. The total amount of orders is 
$1,748.16. Of this amount $285.00 were drawn payable to me for 
the following purposes : — 

Edward Hoose worked with my team 35% days, for which orders 
were drawn to me amounting to $123,85. 

Charles Chaffee worked on highways to amount of $54.50, and 
such amount was included in my orders and settled with by me with 
Chaffee. 1 have spent 51 days upon the liighways-and that amounts 
to $102.00, and I have paid freight bills and posts and blacksmith 
bills to amount of $4.65. This makes the total amount $285.00 
drawn to me. 

During the past year I have had no new roads to build, but have 
put about 2000 loads of gravel upon the roads. The shape of the 
town is necessarily inconvenient for any one person to look after, 
but I have endeavored to see that the highways in all parts of the 
town were kept in proper repair.

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Overseer’s Report. 


To the Taxpayers of Rutland: 

Soon after the annual meeting of the town I was appointed over- 
seer of the poor in place of F. S. Hale, who was elected but who 
removed from the town and resigned his office, and I have dis- 
charged the duties of the office for the entire year, except that Mr. 
Hale contracted some small obligations which I afterwards paid. 

It was necessary to make arrangements at once to take care of the- 
poor belonging to the town who were on- the city poor farm. I 
leased the John Morrison office in the north part of the town until the 
1st of April, 1894. The rent paid was $145. Napoleon Ladabouche 
was employed to take charge of and board the inmates at a salary of 
$225 until April 1, and this sum included the use of a horse and 
cow. His salary has been practically all paid, as the town has a 
claim against him for keeping of horses on the farm, but no final 
settlement can be had until about the end of the term. After April 
1st, other arrangements must be made for the poor, because Mr. Mor- 
rison has sold the place and the lease can not be renewed. 

The orders drawn by me during the year up to February 20tb

This amount includes 
a lot of articles which I have had to buy new and which are 
now on hand, an inventory of which, amounting to $217.90, is 
appended. And there is due from 0 D. Young, guardian of Affa 
Hulett, $54.36 and there is due from Charles Poulin for pork. 
$11 34, and from A. H. Tuttle for potatoes, $2.81. There is 
also due for keeping horses at the farm to date, $53.57. Mr. Lada- 
bouche is responsible for keeping of the horses and they are to be 
kept until April 1, 1894. 

Besides' the amount of produce sold from the farm I have fur- 
nished potatoes from the farm to the Miller family to the amount of 
$6, which was not included in the sum above reported as expended.

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School Directors’ Report. 


To the Town of Rutland: 

On assuming control of the schools last March we were compelled, 
not only to adjust usual conditions of districts to the new system of 
town schools, but also to arrange for the unusual conditions arising 
from the division of the town. 

A glance at the map of our town, with a fair idea of the distances 
scholars would be compelled to travel to any one central school , will 
convince you of the impracticability of availing ourselves of the 
benefits of a central school, as provided for under the new school 
law and as adopted in some towns more compactly located. 

The scholars in districts Nos. 2, 4, 5, 13 and 16, have had the 
usual three terms of school, aggregating thirty-two weeks, hut in 
districts Nos. 13 and 13 we thought best to have only two terms, 
twenty sis weeks in all, owing to the very small number of pupils, 
and the parents in most cases preferred this to our closing these 
schools and transporting the children to the schools in other districts. 

We .have arranged with the school directors in Mendon and 
Proctor for the scholars living near district No. 3, Mendon, and dis- 
trict No. 10, Proctor, to attend those schools, the town of Rutland 
paying for the tuition such proportion of the expenses of the 
schools as the attendance of the Rutland scholars bears to the total 
attendance of all scholars. 

The division of the town left the town without a school building at 
Center Rutland and as there was not time before the beginning of 
the spring term to prepare any building for a schoolroom that would 
accommodate the large number of scholars in that part of the town, 
we were compelled to arrange for their attendance at the city school, 
held in the old district No. 11 schoolhouse, and paid the city $300 for 
the tuition for that term, 

In considering some more permanent arrangement for the school 
at Center Rutland we looked over the available land and buildings in 
that vicinity, with the selectmen, in view of asking the town to build 
or lease a building, suitable for school purposes, and it was with the 
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approval of the selectmen that we concluded to continue sending the 
scholars to the city school, if some favorable arrangement could be 
made with the school commissioners of the city of Rutland, and in 
pursuance of the above, an agreement was reached and a contract 
signed, the city agreeing to take the scholars for one year, beginning 
Sept. 4, 1893, and the town agreeing to pay such proportion of the 
expenses of the school as the total attendance of the town scholars 
bears to the total attendance of all scholars, less that part of the five 
per cent. State school tax received by the city for two schools. 

The money voted for school purposes was perhaps enough to pay 
all ordinary running expenses, but precluded any idea of expenditure 
for repairs, fixtures and apparatus needed in some schools. 

We have drawn orders for $2,021.47, and there are yet to pay the 
bills of the town of Proctor for tuition in district No. 10 for the term 
ending in March and of the city of Rutland for tuiiion in district 
No. 11 for two terms, probably amounting to $600. 

We would recommend the same tax of 20 cents for expenses as 
voted last year, and such further tax for repairs, etc. , as the voters 


think best at this time.

We, the auditors of the town of Rutland, for the year ending 
March 6th, 1894, desire to say that we have examined the accounts 
of your treasurer and other officers, and all orders drawn by your 
board of selectmen on your treasurer, and also orders drawn by other 
proper officers, and find the treasurer has the proper vouchers for all 
moneys he has paid out.

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We would recommend a tax of 25 cents on the dollar to defray 
the general expenses of the town, and to pay the State school tax. 
State highway tax and the balance due on State tax. If this tax is 
raised we would recommend that no special taxes be raised for the 
above purposes. 

In regard to school tax, while there is at present a surplus in the 
hands of the treasurer, yet we understand there is a large number 
of bills that cannot be settled until the end of the school year, and 
would recommend a tax of 25 cents for school purposes. 

In the matter of raising a town tax we have not taken into con- 
sideration the expected part of the old town debt, which the present 
town must assume, as the report on the division has not been made 
yet. 

We would recommend that the minimum rate of 20 cents road 
tax be raised and that a library tax of 2 cents be raised.
